TODAY'S COMPOSERS 


JIM MONTGOMERY has been involved with electro-acoustic music 
since 1970, when he came to the University of Toronto as a 
graduate student in composition, where he studied with Gustav 
Ciamaga and John Weinzweig. He is a founding member of and 
continues to be active with the Canadian Electronic Ensemble, the 
world's longest lived electro-acoustic group. 


Mr. Montgomery's works have represented Canada at the 
International Rostrum of Composers, the Latin American Courses in 
Contemporary Music, and the International Society for 
Contemporary Music. His compositions cover many media, those for 
the stage displaying a definite socio/political activism, as in 
the series of works titled Didactic Musics. 


Mr. Montgomery is a past president of the Canadian League of 
Composers, is a lecturer in the Faculty of Education at the 
University of Toronto (electronic media), and is artistic 
director of the Music Gallery in Toronto.

GUSTAV CIAMAGA has been active in various aspects of electro- 
acoustic music since the late 50's. In addition to composing with 
electronic means, he has written and lectured extensively on the 
technology and pedagogy of this genre. His most recent electro- 
acoustic works draw upon microcomputer technology as an aid to 
composition and sound synthesis. 


Ciamaga is a teaching member of the Theory and Composition 
Division, Faculty of Music, University of Toronto.

Born in Toronto in 1949, DENNIS PATRICK presently directs the 
Electronic Music Studio and teaches with the Theory and 
Composition Division of the Faculty of Music, University of 
Toronto. A former pupil of John Weinzweig, Talivaldis Kenins. 
Lothar Klein and Gustav Ciamaga, Patrick has a particular 
interest in electronic music, music for the theatre and, more 
recently, music for radio drama, having just composed music for 
Timothy Findley's Famous Last Words for CBC Radio.
